A Familiar Figure in Canadian Public Life 
Removed by Death— Hon. Dr." Fer- 
guson Dying. 

RijiDi'Hici, Aug. 21. — (Special)— Tbe 
Royal Mail steamship Labradur, from 
Liverpool, arrived oil' Ibi.i puint tbis 
tnorniiig with flags (lying half nuiiit. 
.Seiuitor Sir David Lewis Macplieraoii, 
of Toi'oniii, who was a pat^senfitT, died iin- 
e.x|)ectodly on Sunday iifleriioon, when 
the l.aiirador was in niid-oceaii. Dr. 
White, of Ottawa, who was also a ]iaa- 
seiifzer, aided the ship's surgeon and 
everything poBsible was done, but with- 
out avail. The body is preserved in ice 
and rt'ill be landed in Quebec. 

QuKiiEc, .Vug. 21 — (Special)— The Lab- 
riidor reached port at 7 o'clock, and the 
body of Sir David Maepheraon was at 
once placed in a metal casket, sealed up 
and put aboard tbe train for Toronto. 
William Macpliereon, his Bon. Mrs.

The .Senator's bealtli was poor when 
he started from Liverpool and Mrs. Ban lies 
tried to dissu-ide him from coining, but 
he was restles.s and would not stay in 
Kngland.

Tictoria Basiness Men Visit Alberui 
on the Initial Trip of 
the "Tees." 



After an nneventfnl voyage across the 
Pacific, the steamer Aunandfele, under 
charter to the N. P. SS. Co., arrived 

from Yokohiima yesterday afternoon. 
Slio brought as cart,'o 1 ,S00 toiia of tea 
for Tnconui and Portland, not much of 
her freight buinc for this port. Tlio 
only passengers she had were 33 Jaj)- 
anese steerage, of wliom some five or six 
disembarked here. The Annandale is a 
f3ne type of tliu iijodern freight cnri ier 
and belongs to Robert Maekill's " Dale " 
line of Glasgow. 1-Ier tonnage is 
gross, and alio is capable of careying 
7,;iOO tons nieaaurement. Slie is 
built of steel with metal deck and 
is 3tir) feet luiij,' by -W.'J feet beam. Her 
6oniniaiider is Capi. T. ^lilne, vvho 
has had a large and varied (^xpei ience in 
navigating in the Atlantic aa well as the 
Pacilie, and whoso courtesy and genial 
manner make him a decidetlly pleasant 
man to mcv.t. The other principal oflic- 
ers are; Firsi; officer, .Tohti Thomp.«on ; 
second cifhcer, William Gnihaui ; third 
officer, (ioodiellow ; chief engineer, An- 
gus Bowie; second enginecn-, T. U. 
Smith. The Annandale left ^Hkohama 
August 5, and consecjneiitly took 
l6»-o days to cross the Pacific. 
The weather was fair but foggy 
occasionally and in the Straits it was 
particularly thick. The .Vniuuulale sails 
for Tacoma to-day, and after discharg- 
ing her overland cargo proceeds to San 
Francisco, where it is expected bIu; will 
loud. 

Tliongh the Annandale sailed from 
Yokohama before the last mail steamer 
reached San l''raiuMSco, there are sev- 
eral interesting bits of news in 
the mail advices that arrived yesterday. 
The Japan Daily Ailvertiser of August'? 
states that " The .\sahi, a Chinese 
pajier, says s.ime of the high officials in 
the government at Peking favor selling 
Thibet to England, and others favor sell- 
ing it to Rus&ia, the money so realized 
to be used as a military fund." The 
ignorance and superstition pervading 
even the highestclass of theChinese may 
begathen-d from the announcement in 
a Shanghai paper of the curious cere- 
monies which were ordered to take pl.-i-'i- 
at the court of Peking at an lujproacliing 
eclipse of the sun. All the I'ivil ntlicials 
and military ofliccrs in the cajjital will 
be coniniaiided hy the iMiiperor to wear 
plain rohi's on t he day and do " kowtow- 
ing " so as to save the sun from being 
Bwallowc.l up bv the ilog, fur such is the 
cause ol the eclipse as tlieyhave it. This 
practii'c is kent iij) by all the mandarins 
throughout the empire. A Chinese 
paper publishes a rumor from Pekinc to 
the effect that, acting upon the advice of 
the foreign ministers of England, France, 
Russia, (Jerinany and America, the 
Tsung-li Yamen have memorialized the 
throne or. the advisability of engaging a 
toreiguer from each of these nations as 
advisers to tlu; government to lie at- 
tached to the foreign office ( the Teuiig-li 
Yanien . >

TffE DOMINION PARLIAMENT. 

The Liberal Premier had but a liiiiie 
story to tell the House oi Comiuona 
when a few day.s ago be for tlie i\\-\?X 
time faced it us leader. The resumption 
of telegraphic communiuation enables 
ua to present to-day the Speech from the 
Throne anil the first two days' proceed- 
ings. From these it is evident that the 
recent l)t)asting of a settlement of the 
seliool (iiiostion was premature; llu 
plain facta being simply that Attorney 
General Siftoa having attended a con 
ference at Mr, Laurier'a request— and 
being coaditionally olFered a portfolio as 
a spur— baa promised to try to arrange 
the matter. Mr. Laurier can say no- 
thing further ; Sir Oliver Mowut merely 
that " we have no doubt it will be 
finally settled." 

Upon the only other ureal pnblie 
issue, the tarill", the Ciovernment liUe- 
wise have no definite policy to announce ; 
they will give that, too, " careful in- 
quiry during recess." The supply bill 
alone is to be asked from parliatnent — 
an evideiiee that but for the senseless 
refusal of the Lilieial i)pportition last 
winter to vote the ordinary supplied, the 
great expense of the present ext ra ses- 
sion might have been avoided without 
injury to the public business. 

Mr. Haggart yesterday drew the ad- 
mission from Mr. Laurier that he has 
■authorized the statement in a Chicago 
, newspaper Uiat tlie Premier i.s wilhng 
to allow Americans to use our lisherie." 
without restraint, and alsj that our 
splendid canals shall be controlled by an 
international commission.

To remedy indus- 
trial disorders by an army of tramps 
seems quite as practicable and as ra- 
tional as to improve the financial con- 
dition of the country by debasing its 
currency to the extent.of 60 per cent. 



MORBID FANCIES. 

There are many persons who liave 
nothing particular the matter with them, 
who every now and then become uneasy 
about themselves. Tliey iiuat;iue that 
their system is out of order, tliat they 
are tlireatened with this or tliat disease, 
if they have not actually contracted 
it. The man who is sufTering 
from a slight attack of indigestion, 
whose liver is not working well, or 
whose nerves for some reason or oilier 
are out of order, imagines that the un- 
easy sensations that he coniplaiiis of are 
symptoms of heart disease, lie broods 
over the matter and perhaps dips into a 
medical work or two, and the more he 
thinks and the more he reads the more 
strongly is he convinced that there is 
something serious Uie matter witli his 
heart. Alter a while he consults a l)hy- 
sician and he liears the medical man's 
assurance that his heart is all right with 
a good deal of scepticism. The doctor, he 
thinks, knows that it is necessary to keep 
his mind easy and therefore tells him 
that there is nothing the matter with 
his heart. I lis clieerful tones and re- 
assuriiii; speeches are part of his treat- 
ment, and so he goes on believing that 
he will before very long become a victim 
of heart disease. 

Sometimes the nervous man takes it 
into bib head that he is troubled with 
Briglit's disease. He hears a great deal 
about diabetes and sees friends and ac 
quaintances whom he lielie\'ed to be per 
fectly healthy suffering from that dis- 
ease, and why should it not attack him'.' 
His constitution isnotstronger than that 
of Smith or Jones or Brown appearei 
to be, and liis occupation and hia, haljita 
render him as liable to contract the dis- 
ease as did theirs. The man gets to be 
unhappy, and if he bajipens to be 
little under the weather no one can per 
suade him that he is not in a bad way 
How many live in perpetual fear of 
being cut off in their prime by consump 
tion? They fancy when they catch a 
cold und have a cough which does not 
readily give wa}' to simple trealnieiit 
that tlie fell disease has got hold ol llieiii 
at last, and that if they don't take very 
great care, or whether they do or not, 
consuniplion will carry them oil'. 

These fears, generally groundless, de- 
tract from the enjoyment of life, are in 
fact a disease of themselves. The origin 
of most of these is indigestion. It was 
Sydney i^inith, wo think, who Raid that 
a man when sull'eriiig from a bilious at- 
tack is a villain. This is a very strong 
way of putting it, but it is certain that 
the person who is afflicted with one or 
more of the hundred forms of dyspepsia 
is eittiera hypochondriac or is on the way 
to become one. It follows then that the 
best way to kee]) one's self from being 
troubled with morbid notion.^ about llie

It cannot be donieil that the pace of 
modern life, with a lack of proper 
physical exercise and a lack of frequent 
mental relaxation and complete change 
of interests, makes many men liable to 
Hucli diseases as foilow the breaking 
down of the excretory organs, especially 
the kidneys. To urge men to be more 
moderate in their affairs is usually in 
vain. Jt is not too murdi to ask, how- 
ever, that while fighting sturdily against 
an exaggerated fear of the dangers 
that menace them, they shall not 
neglect the simplest functional disor- 
ders. Not every jiersiatent backache 
means an immediately serious condi- 
tion ; but also not any pereistenttroublo 
witli digestion is so harmless as to be 
neglected. What seems to bo of tlio 
least consequence in this case happens 
to be most important in most instances, 
and what alarms men most may have 
but little significance. 

A healthy mind in a healthy body is 
the ideal condition. If the body is 
healthy, and so long as the body is 
healthy, the mind cannot be greatly or 
permanently disordered; and if the^ nu- 
tritive procoBaea . are' cdrribd on easily 
anil efTevtively the body is not likely to 



get much out of order. It follows, then, 
that a simple, natural way of living is 
better than all the medicine in'' the world 
to keep both body and mind in a healthy 

and vigorous condition. 



A SENSIBLE WOMAN. 



Hetty Green, who is said to be ihe 

richest woman in America, if not in the 
world, is shrewd and ready-witted, as the 
following anecdote shows. It is con- 
tained in an interview wdii di a repre- 
sentative of the Chicago Inter-Ocean 
had with the eccentric old lady. " The 
Populists," she said; " wanted my son 
Ned to run for Governor of Texas. Hut

The Disputo With Ihe Waterworks 
Contractors to Be Brought to an 
Iiuniodiato Issue. 



1 allies Bay Brtdgre Repairs Exceeded 
the Estimated Cost by Fifty 
Per Cent. 



Tliere was but a slim attendance 
when at twenty minutes after the usual 
hour the city council met last evening. 

Mayor Beaven presided nnd the others 
present were Aid. Glover, Cameron, 
Wilson, Macniillan and Partridge. The 
market regulation by-law was lirsl taken 
up, the point discussed being as to 
whether those who sell from baskets 
should be charged the daily market fee 
of live cents, or bo compelled to take out 
hawkers' licenses at .^20 for six months. 
The discussion waa in favor of the latter 
proposition and in that shai)e the by-law 
was read a third time and passed. 

The by-law for the regtilatiou of tram- 
way traffic waa taken up, after 
the Mayor had read a letter 
fioin the Conaolidated company's 
solicitors, Buggesting amendments to 
I he draft that had been submitted to 
Uiem. All the suggestions by the solici- 
tors were rejected, excejit one respecting 
Ike use of salt. Several aiiiendnicnia 
were then made by the committee of the 
whole, and the by-law was reported com- 
])lete. 

A letter from the city barrister and 
city solicitor, on the politioii of the 
waterworks contract was read. They 
recommended that the contractors be 
notitied forthwith of the work reijuired 
to be done or the materials to be su])- 
plied to complete the work, and that 
should they fail to do the work or sup- 
ply the material the corouraiion will 
take over and complete the work at the 
coat of the contractors, and cdiarge them 
as damages ^101) for every day alter the 
expiration of the allotted" time that the 
work riitnaiiiB uiicoiuiileted. 

Tin; M.wou added that the con- 
tractors have taken away 'he men, 
(•biiniiug that their work is compleled. 
The work they are particularly reipiircd 
to do i;^ the removal of the coHVr dam. 
The recommendation of the legal ad- 
visers was then adopted. 

Another letter from the barrister and 
solicitor on the subject of the extras 
claimed by the waterworks contractors, 
recommended that they be informed 
that the" claim cannot he admitted hy 
the city, but that it must be referred to 
the city engineer, as the arbitrator 
named in the contract. Aid. Glover ex- 
preaaed doubt whether the city en- 
gineer can be regarded as the arbitrator 
named in the (•ontract; and after a little 
disciissiou it was decided tocarry out the 
legal ad visers' recoiiiuiendalioii in this 
matter also. 

A letter from the; secretary of the 
"good roads com mi 1 1 ce " of the Vic- 
toria Wheelmen's Cbii) :u-,!o'd what 
iiitlionif any the CDunnlare taking in 
Ihe matter of the suggested iouiri ve- 
meiil.-i hetwecn the tram rails lor [he 
heiielit of (tyclists. The Mayor reporled 
having laid the suggestion liefore the 
city barrister, wdiose opinion was that 
from a legal slaiidpoint it would be ex- 
ceedingly niiwise to repair the roadway 
between" Ibc rail.j so as to invite |)ar- 
ticuhir use by a sj)C(aal class. The secre- 
tary of the " good roads committee ", wil I 
be notilied accordingly. 

Thos. Karle and 110 other taxpayers 
petitioned that Vatcs and \Vliarl st.reetB 
be ])ut into more passable c-i inditioii . 
Alil. Cameron thoiigbl that one s(?ction 
of Wharf slreid. needs repair the worst of 
any roadway in the city, and thought 
that if possible some action should be 
taken on this petition of substantiai 
ratepayers. The matter waa referred to 
the streets coiiuiiitlee. 

A letter from the tramway company's 
aolicilors notilied the couikuI that ac- 
counts had been sent to their clients for 
$1,201.81 as the cost of repairs to the 
James Bay bridge, and that they had

THE FEASEK RIVER. 

Important Meeting nt Vancouver Demands 
Government Assistance for Dyking and 
Navigation Improvements. 

WicsT.Mi.v.sTKii, Aug. 21 .—(Special) — -V 
meetiiig of the ranchers of the Fraser 
viUley and others interested took place 
at Westminster yesterday to consider 
the (juestionof organized action in re- 
gard to petitioning the Federal govern- 
ment and the Provincial government to 
untterliiko permanent improvements on 
the Fraser. .Mr. Cunningham, tlie lirst 
speaker, urged the necessity of improv- 
ing the channel, and declared that if 
prompt action were not taken the farm- 
ers would have to abandon their hold- 
ings. 

Mr. Marani, of the Canada Permanent 
Loan Association, suggested that all ex- 
]jr(!ss their views so as to enable a com- 
mittee to intelligently draft resolutions 
to be passed at the meeting. 

Mr. McC.illivray Buggeated that a cen- 
ti-al committee be apjioiiited to deal with 
the qnealion. He stated that the river 
was lining up; that a lirst necessity was 
a ■irelimimiry examination of the river, 
an'd that it was the duty of the govern- 
ment, to Her that the laml was reclaimeil. 
.Ul the work of the provincial govern- 
ment thus far had been of no practical 
benefit. The money should he borrowed 
at the lowest rate obtainable by the pro- 
vincial government and loaneil to the 
dvking comniisaiiiners. 

'Mr. Hammersley said that he had in- 
terviewed members of the Provincial 
anil Dominion governments in reference 
to perinanent dyking, all admitting that 
siimetliiiig should he done, lie thought 
both governments should bo approached 
siniulianeou-ly on the ipiefltion of deep- 
ening the liver, a work that should he 
kept separately from that oi dykint;. 
The Doniiniiiri government should un- 
dertake the former and the Provincial 
government the latter. 

Mr. Hyde thought the Dominion gov- 
ernment sh.jiild |)rotect the l iver banks. 

iMr. J. Cunningham siiiil that it ought 
to be ascertained whether or not the 
silting in the river wiis caused by hy- 
draulic mining. 

Capt. Thomjison thought it wise not 
to antagonise the hydraulic miners un- 
necessarily. 

Mr. Tlioinpson, Xicoiuen, said that 
dyking was out of the question with 
Nicoiuen island. 

Mr. Kitchen said hydraulic miners 
should h(> preveiiled from dumping re- 
fuse into the river. 

Mr. Ssvord said that they sliould not 
jump at the conclusion that hydraulic 
miniiiL' was the cause of the trouble. 

Judge P.ole considered it necessary to 
at once take up the iiuestion now before 
the tneetini.'. The Fraser river was the 
artery of the lower part of the province 
and nuitters connected with it were of 
great importance. If old settlers were 
driven away others could not be found 
to take their places. The two great 
iiuestions were navigation and dyking, 
and ])reasure should be brought to bear 
to secure prompt attention to them. A 
delegation should be sent to Ottawa. 

Mr. .Armstrong urged prompt and uni- 
ted action. 

Mr. Ladner thought there was no fear 
of the agitation dying out. It was sug- 
gested by .Mr. Hyde that the balance of 
the relief f:ind, .tIlOO, he usiid to nay the 
actual expenses of a delegation to Ot- 
tawa, and that the CP. K'. he asked for 
transporlation. The following were ap- 
pointed to act: Judge Bole, Messrs. 
Balfour, J. Cunningham, Hammersley, 
Harris, McGillvary, .Marani and Page; 
.Mr. Marani to act :is secretary. J. C. 
McLagan will also be asked to interest 
the government while in Ottawa. The fol- 
lowing resolutions were passed : 

Whereas it is a fact that the Lower 
l'"raser is every year becoming beoader 
and broader, and the waters of the river 
are becoming annually more widespread 
and divided into numerons small chan- 
nels, and as a consei|iience thereof, wash 
into, destroy and oveillow large (pianti- 
ties of valuable land and portions of im- 
proved farms on both sides of the river, 
etc., etc. 

Be it therefore resolved: That the 
Dominion government be respeclfullv 
requesteil to appoint, aa soon as possible, 
;i competent hydraulic engineer, and to 
instruct him to at once take such steps 
as he shall deem advisable to remedy 
the evils complained of; and that tlie 
provincial government be respectfully 
reipiested to, at the ensuing sea.'rion of 
parliament, initiate and give supjiort to 
legishitioii that will enable the govern- 
ment to turnisli money at as cheap a rate 
as it c:in be obtained on provincial 
credit, such money to bo exiieuded in 
dyking lands against Ihe overllow of the 
l-"raaer in sui:li localities aa it shall be 
found jjracticable to dyke; and that, in 
view of the fact that many farmers have 
already left their farms, and others are 
jirepariiig to leave them, unless assured 
that some remedy for the evil will be 
provideil, the government be urgently 
reijuested to carry into effect this reso- 
lution at as early a date as possible; 

Be it also resolved, that a committee 
lie appointed to forward copies of the 
foregoing resolutions to all the different 
setllenienta of the Fraser river, and 
cause meetings to be called at an early 
date to endorse the same; and after such 
meetings have been held, the resolutions 
passed thereat De immediately forward- 
ed to the central committee, and by 
them to lie sent on to the Governor- 
I ienei al-in-Coiincil of the Dominion and 
the Lieutenanl-Governor-in-Council of 
the Province, the representatives of 
British Columbia in the Senate and 
House of Commons, and the members 
of the Provincial Legislature represent- 
ing the Fraser Valley districts; and that 
copies of the foregoing resolutions be 
forwarded to the boards of trade of New 
Westminster, Victoria, Vancouver and 
Xanaimo, and the municipal council of 
the cities and districts all'ected, asking 
their hearty co-o|)eratinn iinil support;. 

" That the committee tiike such steiis 
as may be considered advisable with the 
object of obtaining the appointment of a 
board of cominisaioiierB to take charge 
of the work of deejieniiig the channel 
and increasing the facilities for the navi- 
gation of the l''iaBer; and to retiuest the 
Dominion government to endeavor to 
enact such legislation na may bo found 
necessary to this end : And that the 
various municipalities, the boards of 
Trade, relief comraittoo of 18!)l, and 
otiiera interested, be requested to sub- 
scribe towards a fund for the purpose of 
defraying the expenses of a delegation to 
wait upon the Dominion and provincial 
governments to endeavor to obtain the 
assistance needed."

There is no subject that causes iiioro 
cotjtrtiversy in amateur yachting circles 
than tho term "rating," as applied lo the 
niuasurument of racing yttehts.

Rating, in the first placo, means simply 
"racing length." ThoBnglish yachtsman 
prefers the use of tho word "rating." Tho 
English rule by which tho racing length 
is formed differs soniewliut from our sys- 
tem.

(Jur so called half raters are not, jirop- 
erly speaUing, half raters, but 15 fool ra.v 
ing length Ijoats. The rule in vogue in 
this country reads, "Lcail water line, 
added to the S(|uare rnot of tho sail ari'a, 
divided by 'J, equals the racing length." 

This would make a boat 15 foot on the 
water line, with 225 scjunro feet of sail a 
15 foot racing length oraft, or a boat 14 
feet on tho water line, with 260 square 
feet of canvas, would figure out tho same 
— 15 foot rnolng length.

Active Worker iu tlie Field 
Deals nt Length AVitb the 
Fotlach. 



Yesterday evening witnosaed the closu 
of the union missionary conference, 
wliich since Weilnetiilay evoniiij; has 
been in |jroj;ross in this city. The ile- 
batuB tlironghout luive bean reniarliahlo 
for (leptli ()[ re.-^earch iuul the variety luid 
scope of tlie information tliey afl'orded, 
and the conference cannot but be pro- 
ductive of lasting and most advantage- 
ous results'. 15()tli iiiorni:iir and 
ilfternoon sessiunn oi the clubin;i 
day were lield in the ^IclropoH- 
tan cliureli, where in the nioriiinj; 
Rev. Dr. Wilson couduetetl tiie devo- 
tional eserciaea, after vrhich the presi- 
dent, Rev. E. Robson, occupied tlic 
chair durinc; the forenoon .and Kev. Dr. 
Campbell during: the afternoon. 

Mr. M. SwurtoLit, of Uuluelet, read an 
interesting paper on the Indian " Medi- 
cine Man." He spoke firat of the 
causes whicli lei.1 to bis prominence and- 
power, eucb as tlie i)e(:iiliiir views held 
by the Indians of the origin of disease, 
'witchcraft and spiritualism. In the 
second, his preparation for the 
office was touched upon — alone 
in the forest, or swimming in the sea, 
or invoking the powers of ilie iiir to ae- 
siet liim to gain the magic spell. Tliird, 
his work was ilescribed as sucking blood 
from the banian body, extracting sticks 
and atones and drivini^ out evil spirits 
from the bodie.'s of liis patients, put in 
them bytbe enemy, and Beniiing liis o.vn 
spirit after the spirit of bis ijaiients and 
restoring them to their owners. Fourth, 
the method;! by which he iiccoinplishcs 
his ends was described as hy driiiiituiag, 
rattling, ami torturing tlie alHicted. 

"Tlie medicine man is," said "Mr. 
Swartout, "a powerful ajreiit in de- 
.moralizing the Indians, and in opposing 
Christianily. The remedy is not the 
Strong arm of the civil law, but the sup- 
plying of missionaries with medicine to 
be administered to the eick, An Indian 
hospital should be established on the 
West Coast, supplied with trained 
nurses, with a consulting pliyeician 
in the neigfiborhood. Ttiia wouM 
in <a short time abolish the saperstitious 
power of the Indian doctor, ami thus 
remove the greatest curse of the red 
man, and the greatest obstacle to liia be- 
ing civilized anil Obristianizeit. " 

Rev. Mr. Stone, of Nitinaht, read tlie 
following paiier on tlie J'otlach, which re- 
sulted in tlic liveiieal tiiscusHii)ii produced 
byany paperaubniitted to tlieconfereiice, 
some holdijig that the potlach had a re- 
ligious aspect, and others that it bad 
not, but nil agreeing that the Indians 
could not he thoroughly civilized and 
christianized until it was aboliehed. 
Rev, Mr. Stone said : 

"This custom peculiarly belongs to 
the native tribes of the North racific 
Coast. Viewed outwardly it bus the ap- 
pearance of a harmless mode o( eiiter- 
tai union t, but only those who are ac- 
quainted with its inward features can 
tell how predominant is the evil. .As n 
relic of heallieiiieiii it holds a deter- 
niined front against all civilizing 
aiaj Christianizing infhiences. lie- 
fore the coming of the white 
man to tliet-e Western shores it existed 
with the many other savage practices, 
itself being the nu'iliuin lor tiie u|)era- 
tion of the various crafts in)i>ntlie sup(a-- 
Btitious uiinda of the people, and at the 
present time the missionary meets in it 
the greatest hindrance to Lis work of 
evangelizing. 

" To enlist the sympathy of public 
opinion the Indian of to-day clothes it 
with a sort of civilized garb by intro- 
ducing games and amngeiiienta indulged 
in by our own race and in this way en- 
deavors to jioint out to us his claim to like 
privileges with ourselvef. Then again 
the usage is accepted in the Binifile 
definition of the term whicli means ' to 
give,' and that it is nothing more than 
the expression of generosity on the part 
of the giver to his tribe ; but were the 
public more acquainted with what lies 
hack of this giving, and understood the 
motive of the potlacher and the end in 
view, the right kind of sympathv would 
be shown by putting down the evil. It 
might be well to say her^that potlach - 
ing is a violation of our Canadian law, 
and in some instances the ofl'ence has 
heen followed up and theoirender [lun- 
ished. In one case the Indian 
rebelled ;and bis Ro-calletl gri('v- 
anco M-as taken up liy a few jire- 
tending to guard ilie riglils and liberties 
of the red man. Denunciation followed

and our missionaries have been subjcct- 
«'d to unwise and undue criticism. 
Reference is made particularly to Ptov. 

J. J5. McCiillogh a devoted worker of the 
Church missionary society among the 
Nuas river ludiant^, and to Hev. C. M. 
Tate, the Methodist iniaaionary to the 
Uast Coast tribes of N'ancouver Island. 
Further, it has been oharyed to mission- 
ariea in general that they have been 
seeking tlie lilHiy lucre. It is alinoHt 
needless to add that these apparently 
interested ones in the freedom for the 
potlatches belong to a class tliem- 
s(dveH who derive no small gain 
thereby, and it is to be e.Kpeeted 
these "folluwers of Demetrius will use 
every ell'ort to dechiiui this Diana among 
the Indians. As niissionaries wo have 
treated with silence the several news- 
paper articles on this supposed griev- 
ance, relying upon the sound judgment 
of better disposed minds, to whom we 
appeal for confidence in our endeavors to 
instruct in the Truth. We also look to 
such for assistance in breaking down tills 
greatest barrier to knowledge and ad- 
vancement for the Indian of British Co- 
hiui hia. 

" We will now take up the question 
itself and will try to show — 

•' First — Its ellect U]ioii tlie Indians, 
socially, morally and intellectually. 
FirHt, we have the social asi)ect. It is 
the potlatch which niaintaina the pres- 
ent social ciindition of the Indian as it 
was in the past. Kach tribe has its 
hereditary chief, but there are nuiner- 
oua sub-chiefs who bold their positions 
of rank by the number of potlatches 
they give. Were it not for the feeling of 
pride that it fosters it would not be long 
before this custom woald cease to exist. 
But the epirit of rivalry encour- 
aged, by which one vies with 
the other to gain the highest 
point of favor in the estimation 
of the tribe, makes up in interest for 
any material loss to the pollatclior, even 
though ho be beggared and also com- 
pelled to borrow money from his friends 
who will have to wait his leisure or liis 
pleasure, hh the case may be, in refund- 
ing the loan. 

" It is held that no better means can 
be employed by the natives to maintain 
peace and friendshi |) among the several 
tribes and families, but this is an open 
question, for wo have noticed that al- 
though there is a general mingling 
of minds and sympathies yet no sooner 
is the event over than the old animosi- 
ties invariably return. 

" There is another way we might view 
this social side of the question. It en- 
courages indolence. It has been ob- 
served that only the thrifty, industrious 
Indian wili give a i)otlatch. By using 
every economy he gathers lu .'f'iOO, ^300, 
."f-lOD'and even *')liO, which he, nu doubt 
freely on his part, presents to his, or it 
may be soiiio otiier tribe that he lins 
called. Then gather in this indolent 
(dasB who live upon his bounty for a 
week or more and in the end have divid- 
ed among them the hard earnings of the 
poor native. We know of one Indian in 
our own experience who has given away 
<jver $l.',OUO in this manner. 

" Then the plea cornea to us that the 
Indian money is round, hut it is also 
noteii that this circle of exchange con- 
tracts with every series of potlatches. Of 
the $1 ,()00 or -tl^HUO potlatched by one of 
the tribes on the West (yoast last winter 
there is nothing to show. The money 
mas squandered, and provisions and 
property destroyed, not mentioning 
many other excesses indulged in. The 
tribe is suflering from tliese effects 
already, and if continued there will be 
no further means and the Indian will 
turn to the government lot support. We 
<'aii readily see what an abuse this prac- 
tice iiiis been on the social life of the In- 
dian. 

" But there is yet another way bv 
which its elh'cts are shown. I refer to 
its influence in deterring the well dis- 
pos(.'d native from adopting, civilized 
modes of living. The Indian who re- 
fuses to [xitlarb is (jstraeized. Every 
missionary knows soini^wbat of the per- 
secution, not only contempt, to he 
borne by the Christian natives for their 
refusal to engage with the tribe in its 
heathen festivals. And these have 
come to us during the year asking why 
the law did not protect them under the 
existing condition of the case at present. 

"We now take a view of the moral 
side of this question, Potlatching in- 
cites to bribery; in fact it is a form of 
bribery itself. The main object in giv- 
ing a feast of this kind is to curry favor 
with the tribe, ami who gives the most 
wins the greatest res[)t'ct. U'e can cite 
instances where hereditary (diiefs have 
had their power usurpe<l by rivals who 
outdid them in jiol latching. Then it is 
the Indians of the higluT clasS who 
receive the greatest amounts, while 
the poor, old and forsaken receive the 
passing four-hits. The writer offered 
to join in with the tribe to which he 
ministers if only they would adopt the 
policy of giving for charitable purposes, 
but they could not see the point. In 
the exact sense of the term only from a 
worldly point of view it was the expres- 
sion of honor to whom honor is due. 

" Again, the tendency to being dis- 
honeet is encouraged. As was stated 
before, large siinis of money are borrow- 
ed by many with no intention of paying 
back. . Only let tlie end in view be 
achieved, and any means is considered 
proper. This also explains the worst 
and most dangerous feature, which is 
the disposition tending to immorality. 
Not only at their feasts is 
licoiitiousiiess given full sway, but in 
order to secure money for the potlatch 
nothing is too impure. ]\Ien sell their 
wives and daughters, and women sell 
themselves body and soul in the most 
nefarious traffic, that this desire to 
emulation may be satisfied. Look to 
the noblest nation of Indians on the 
coast, the Haidas. Not twenty-five 
years ago there were thousands where 
now there are but hundreds. These 
have gone down to darkness and (iver- 
lasting death, having met their untimely 
end through the aore disease of sin and 
ininujralit}', and all because of tin; 
demands of the potlatch. And the other 
tribes are not behind in the aarne sinful 
practice. i 

" We now turn to the event itself. It ' Table and pocket cutlery; rasorB and 
is on this occasion the baser appetites toiesorBat Pox'a. x 



are freely indulged. Their, ideas of vir- 
tue are confineain general, hut here no 
lineof parity is drawn. And it goes to 
abow that these and various other de- 
filements would not have such full scope 
were the potlatch system prohibited. 

The represeiitativo of tiie pres.s who 
la tidy attended one of these potlatches 
and who cortiiied to the innocent amuse- 
ment aflorded by them, must have at- 
tended only the one. But could he wit- 
ness thei'ii in their true light, ho would 
no HO fioely express himself, and act 
justly to the public mind. 

"And now we inquire bow the mind 
of the Indian is afl'octed by tlieae heath- 
en feasts. In a word they debase him. 
He may be raised to an assuiriplioti of 
false pritle, but more surely does it de- 
grade Ilia nature and coudilion and ren- 
der the mind less susceptible to the in- 
fluence oi light and truth, And because 
of its own influence it enslaves the mind, 
exacting iioinage from even those 
who are looiced upon as civilized. 
This was irarticularly empbaaized 
to the mind of the writer only last 
winter. Young men who are respected 
by those of Victoria who know them and 
who conduct themselves with due i)ro- 
priety in this town on their visits to it 
were compelled to honor one of the jjot- 
latclies by feasting on a dog which had 
just been killed in a most cruel manner 
.At another time a cat was di.'^iionsetl 
with in the same way. To think that 
this occurred in the year of our Lord 
one thousand eis„dit huudii'd and ninety- 
six, ami within seventymiles from civil- 
ized Victoria should couvince us of the 
d(!ep 1)111 hari^ill) the potlatch exercises on 
the mind of tlio Indian. 

"There is a wolf dance, held chiefly to 
terrorize the minds of the women and 
children, and which is gciii'nilly carried 
oil successfully. Again iu iuany in- 
stances braves are subjected to torture, 
such as cutting with knives and biting, 
the biter giving a handsome sani for a 
piece of human flesh. 

"Superstition holds its sway through 
the iiitluemx! of the potlatidi, the Indian 
doctor celebrating a feast of this kind on 
his initiation to tlio eecretd of the inerli- 
ciiie art, and with which he is again lion- 
ored on the coiiipletiou of his course. 

" .Sniiiniiiig n p all ilio evidences be- 
fore us we fi'id the jiotlatch Is the great 
stronghold of heathenism. Destroy it 
and ail other forma will fall with' it 
encourage it and the way of missionary 
enterpriser is barreil to a ureat extent, 

" And now, in conclusion, we will en- 
deavor briefly to state our relation with 
the Indians to this and other evils preva 
lent among them. Asa people we owe 
to them protection and support in the 
right. Look at it as we will we must 
acknowledge we have taken their land 
from them, and this intrusion has great- 
ly straitened their means of eubaistence. 
We can now best reward them by using 
over}' effort to induce them to adopt our 
mode of living. 

" But the jiotlacb aternly opposes 
this, therefore in the interest of the In- 
dian tl e potlach must go, that they may 
he free to be educated, to righthiHv use 
their gains ami earnings in dealing with 
ua. 

" Not only this, but our government 
is pledged to protect the interests of the 
Imlian, and as his guardian instruct 
him. The wisdom of this legislature is 
shown by enacting a law conclomiiing 
the potlach in all its forms ami 
we arc assured by the Indian depart 
meat that the act will remain despite 
the ellorta of some to repeal it. We 
look for a speedy enforcement of the 
same, believing it to bo for the beat good 
for the Indian. 

" And as members cf the Body, the 
Church, of which Christ is the Head, 
we view this (luestion with no other 
ff.'eliiig than that of true syniiiathy and 
interest in our Indian brother's welfare. 
And oar Lord, who has sent us forth to 
preach the gospel to every creature, has 
also enjoinetl ua U. teach them to ob- 
serve all things commanded by birn. 
With this command, which is also 
a prerogative of the Christian teacher, 
we appeal to a Christian nation for help 
to carry out God's purpose of salvation 
for the heathen tribes o! British Co- 
lumbia by etam ping out such evil cus- 
toms from their midst. And of the 
church we ask her prayers that (lod's 
spi rit may convince the Indian of the 
wrong and lead liiiii to uiulerstand that 
in our oi)posing the evil we are simplv 
seeking not only his temporal g<iod , liii't 
the weKare of his soul. The church ban 
many trophies of divine grace in the 
persons and lives of many from the In- 
dian tribes — men and women — who r.-e 
enjoying blessed experiences in the 
Christian life. It is not slr.inge to re- 
late that the.'re all know of and shun 
the contaminating inlhieiKre of the pot- 
lach. May she in defending and en- 
couraging these brethren slunv to them 
her earneatness in endeavoring to make 
this evil a thing of the past." 

Rev. W.L.Clay gave an address on 
"The division of the field of labor aiul 
co-operatiiiii." Hesaid that all cliurclieH, 
whether strong or weak, have cqiiul 
rights to work when, and where, ami 
how they M'ill ; that, however, oriority of 
occiipatiiui of a lield slioiild be re-
